Mrs. Dion toid THe Evening Gazette 
that at exactly 7:1 a.px. Tuesday, she 
saw a flying saucef hovering beneath a 
cloud bank over tile Wyman-Gordon Co. 
plant. 105. Madison St. ` 

Mrs. Dion Said she was alerted to the 
presence of the flying saucer by her 
Scgs. who suddenly started howling and 
Scratching at the door. She said that one 
of the dogs howls whenever ıt hears high 
pitched sounds. She said she saw the fly- 
ing Saucer when she stepped onto her 
porch to see what was causing the dis- 
turbance. A 

She said she watched the flying 
Saucer for about three minutes before it 
flew off to the northwest and out of 
Sight. ` 


Lights Flickered 


“It was circular and had some kind of 
hood on top.” she said. “On the outside 
tim, there were the most brilliant sil- 
ver-white hignts flickering on and off.” 

She said she ccuid not estimate either 
the size or the color of the flying saucer 
because it was too high. 

“It took off while 1 was Standing on 
the porch and it went off to the north- 
west.” she said. “It just seemed to 
streak across the sky like a bolt of light- 
ning. There was a crane working down 
there and the crane was going beep- 
beep-beep. But this thing had a sound of 
its own, sort of a wee-oh, wee-oh, wee- 
on. wee-ooh.” 

Mrs. Dion said Tuesdays flying 
Saucer was not the first she had seen.

Cherry said there had been no reports 
to the airport about unidentified flying 
objects in connection with Mrs. Dion's 
sighting. ` 

A U.S. Weather Service meteorologist 
at the airport said weather service ra- 
dar did not record any objects during 
the time Mrs. Dion was observing the 
object over the Wyman-Gordon Co. 


plant. 


“There is a UFO reporting center that 
is manned 24 hours a day.” he said. “The 
number is 1-206-722-3000. If we can get 
these people to call when the sightings 
are fresh, then maybe they will be able 
to verify the sightings.” (This is the 
number for the National UFO Reporting 
Center in Seattle, Wash. Robert Gribble, 
staff member, said the organization ac- 
cepted information of sightings and 
may even arrange for investigations if 
the evidence warrants.) 

The meteorologist suggested that per- 
sons who see strange flying objects re- 
port the sightings to the state police. 

A Wyman-Gordon Co. spokesman said 
no one at the piant reported sighting the 
object. She suggested that the object 
ccuid have been a reflection of some 
sort g 

Mrs. Dion, however, 1s convinced that 
she saw something out of the ordinary. 

Mrs. Dion's sighting ts only the latest 
in a string of sightings of flying saucers 
and other unidentified flying objects in 
Wercester County in recent years 

Last February, severa! persons re- 
ported seeing UFOs flying over Leomin- 
ster, Fitchburg and Lunenburg. Police 
officials speculated that the pecpie wha 
Teported the UFOs were actually wit- 
essing military flight operations at 
nearby Fort Devens. 

A Fort Devens public information of- 
ficer, however, said that on the night of 
the sightings, there were no military op- 
erations or non-military fiights at Fort 
Devens. The Fort Devens airport was 
closed that night, he said. 


Strange Machine 


On Jan. 5, 1979, a woman who called 
the state police in Sturbridge said she 
Saw a strange machine hovering above 
the woods near Interchange 9 on the 
Massachusetts Turnpike. 

Strange flying objects also have been 
reported in Thompson.
